Mr. Williams puts forth in modest brown cover a little volume 
of "homespun verse," pleasant in sentiment and graceful in 
expression, giving voice to a kindly optimism : — 

There never yet was hour or place, 
When moping in the ashes brought 
Contentment as the battle fought 

And won from foeman face to face. 

The poems of Mr. Harman exhibit a somewhat wider range of 
subject and treatment, dealing for the most part with various 
phases of nature, such as: A Song of the Sea, The Winter 
Wind, Lonesome Pine, Sea Mysteries, Sand Dunes, April 
Clouds, Twilight Lure. In nearly all aspects of nature he finds 
lessons of hope and faith, and gives expression to them with no 
great passion or power or originality. One stanza of The Road 
to Bnoree may be quoted as an example of his verse at its best : — 

Oh ! The road to Enoree 

Like a ribbon by the sea ! 
Far along the beaches stretching 
Like some faithful master's etching ; 
Winding, twisting 
Onward listing 
To some far-off land of story 
Full of hope and human glory ; 

Like a ribbon by the sea 

Is the road to Enoree !
